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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


1976 


With the many newcomers moving into Gilsum during 1976, our circulation enjoyed a 
marked increase. 216 borrower's cards were issued--152 to adults and young adults, 
and 64 to children. 


Circulation for the year reached 5,368, a more than 15% increase over the previous 
year. Of this total, 2,935 volumes were fiction, while non-fiction amounted to 
2,433. The non-fiction figure includes 478 magazines, 33 records, 10 films, and 
7 Audio-Visual materials. The Library recorded a total of 1,911 visitors for 1976. 


The State Bookmobile made three visits to Gilsum throughout the year, and we bor- 
rowed a total of 3,081 volumes. The Keene Public Library loaned us 301 books and 
5 AV materials. Keene still provides us with block loans of 30 or so mysteries 
every few months, thus giving our mystery buffs a wider selection from which to 
choose. 


Our town was awarded the Bicentennial flag for the Bicentennial celebration held 
this summer in Gilsum. The flag is kept at the Library, and as soon as weather 
permits, will again be flying from the flagpole in front of the building. 


Following Rock Swap week-end, the Bicentennial plates, mugs, and tiles, depicting 
Gilsum landmarks, were made available at the Library, as were the Gilsum post- 
cards. 


Five film programs were provided for the Gilsum School children during the school 
year, with films obtained from the State and from the Keene Public Library. The 
State Library's permanent film collection has been augmented by the addition of 
over 80 new films, purchased with money from a Federal Grant awarded the State 
Library in 1976. These films will not be placed in the New England Film Coope- 
rative for use by Libraries in Maine, Vermont, and New Hampshire, but will be 
kept at the State Library for the exclusive use of New Hampshire Libraries. 


This coming year, our Trustees plan to use a portion of the Sumner Hall Memorial 
Fund (ear-marked for Audio-Visual equipment) to purchase a used film projector. 
There is a good possibility of our obtaining a re-conditioned machine at well 
below its original cost. Our Library already has a projection screen, so with 
our own projector, we'll be equipped to again schedule film programs on a regular 
basis. 


With all the novels being dramatized currently on TV, you may want to read some 
of the books. Many of them are presently at the Library, so come in and see 


what we have.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


1976 was marked by the death of one of the most devoted trustees that the Gilsum 
Public Library has ever had--William D. Geer. To quote from a memorial statement 
in the minutes of the Trustees: "Bill's services to the library were wide-rang- 
ing--from obtaining prices and ordering stacks and furniture to planting flowers 
and winding the clock. He was interested in every detail of the library's 
functioning and ready to assist in any capacity at a moment's notice. He will 
be deeply missed." 


The nation's Bicentennial was marked by the library with the preparation of a set 
of historical slides of Gilsum. Donated by many present and former residents of 
Gilsum, planned and organized by Lois Hastings, and made possible with funds from 
the F. Sumner Hall Memorial Fund, these slides are an invaluable record of our 
town's heritage. A set of these slides is available for borrowing. 


The library also observed the Bicentennial by having postcards prepared showing 
two unique views of Gilsum: the church and the stone arch bridge. These: post- 
cards may be purchased at the library and are available for sale at local events 
such as the Rock Swap and through stores, motels, etc., throughout the Monadnock 
Region. Thanks are given to the photographers: Aaron Fisk and Jim McHoul. 


Our thanks are given to Marion Hall for her donation in memory of her late husband, 
F. Sumner Hall, for the purchase of shutters for the library and town offices. 
Black shutters were installed shortly before the Rock Swap and provided a perfect 
finishing touch for the building. 


A definitive list of children's books prepared by Harriet Commoss was purchased 
to round out the children's corner in the library with funds from the Ward Cooley 
Memorial Fund. ; 


The library lost a fine assistant librarian this year and was fortunate to gain an 
equally fine new one. Trudi Oesch, assistant for three years, moved out of town. 
Nancy Keating has taken over the duties of this position. She and Marion Hall run 
the library efficiently and with an interest and understanding that is rare in a 
library the size of ours. 


The Gilsum Public Library maintained its New Hampshire accreditation status during 
1976. Thanks to the efforts of Ruth Maine, a big step has been taken toward equip- 
ping all books in the library with lending cards and pockets. New books are added 
on a regular basis, in good part made possible by the many generous donations re- 
ceived each year. 


Library hours are: Monday and Wednesday afternoons, 1:30 to 4:30, Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings, 7:00 to 9:00; and Saturdays, 10 to noon. The library is avail- 
able for small public meetings during hours other than the above. To avoid con- 
flicts, all meetings must be scheduled through the librarian. 


Don't forget, whatever subject you may need information on, if the Gilsum Public 
Library doesn't have it, they can get it for you.

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MONADNOCK REGION ASSOCIATION REPORT 
FOR 1976 


The Monadnock Region Association was founded in 1934 when representatives from 
twenty-four towns in Southwestern New Hampshire first met and formed the organi- 
zation. 


The objectives of the Association today are much the same as they were in 1934. 


We believe in tourism and recreation for the residents of the region and for the 
many visitors who enjoy coming here. The tourist industry in New Hampshire is a 
$450 million dollar business and over 32,000 New Hampshire people are employed in 
tourist related jobs. The Monadnock Region Association is the only association or 
group expressly charged by the State of New Hampshire with the responsibilities of 
recreation and tourism in the Monadnock Region. 


In 1976 the Association distributed over 120 thousand folders and brochures about 
the Monadnock Region to potential tourists and travelers to our area. Tourists 
paid the State of New Hampshire 14 million dollars Rooms and Meals tax in 1976. 
Over 5-1/2 million dollars of this was redistributed by the State to all New 
Hampshire towns and cities. Every town and city in the Monadnock Region received 
a share of this tourist tax revenue according to population. 


The Town of Gilsum received $3,396.47 of these funds in 1976. 


The Monadnock Region Association also strives to improve the industrial climate in 
the area. We know that there can not be jobs for our young people if there are 
not shops, plants, and warehouses where they can work. In the Region there are 
many good companies that provide clean, well-paying jobs and they don't make smoke 
or pollute the streams. We seek to help other firms like these to locate in the 
Monadnock Region. 


Also we want to maintain and preserve our natural resources, our mountains, our 
forests, our fields and our wild birds and animals so that they can be enjoyed by 


those who live here and by the visitors who come to the area now and in the future. 


Our interests in recreation and tourism, in industry, and in conservation, haven't 
changed greatly in 43 years. 


Mr. James McHoul is the Monadnock Region Association director in Gilsum,
